its axhaustlesB stores of that most esseu*

mineraU and materials necosiiary fur 
that pur|t9Be, vronid all seem to point 
to saoh a (iestiay. If tl>>> vie* bo correct, 
il follows that tbe Ganadian tbriff would uui 
t)fl ODSaited to ibe maoufaotariug ioierusiu of 
British Colambia. Onr prceeoi tarill is but 
ill tdapted to this end. Affordinp; Binpli: 
I nioleotioD in most insiaDces, it opcratca pre- 
'^'jadically by kaeping Dp tba price pf llviog 
. a^i'pfjabo^. ' But' iti' will' not escape tbe 
teadet's irefle'ctid'n that It is not lo much a 
aboica of tarifli that coDceros the muoufao- 
tarer in this colony. Either tsriffwill ufford 
aabitaDiial proteutioa as ogalDiil foreiKU 
niDafaotarss. But under eilticr will tbo 
EBaDBfsoiaret of the Donainion bo aclmiited 
free Ol doty. Thus, wbicbever tariff pre- 
tbIIs, \M maoBfaetarer ot British Oolambia 
' will, tfoder Ooofederatioo, be tbrowo into 
immtdiata eoiapetition with tbe Canadiuu 
manufactarer. The questioD, therelorc, re- 
■olvai ilielf iolo ooa of Conrcdcr&lioa, rather

' to aay that tha Canadian tnritf, with its 
'BOtDiatl rate apon bread-itotfn and provi-. 
. aiow,' with; ita Ions and aver extending free 
liat of Dear three haadred articles, and with 
ita steady teodeocy to reduction, to Iran- 
trada, would not exert considerable ir.flu- 
aoee apon mikaafaoiurei. And there is ihia

makes so much noise in Europe, and menaces, 
nil nations by its ambitious projects - lb or 
Huabiaa origin. In leaving the town of Hoo- 
hidgen, watered by a tributary oi the Nocknr, 
the traveller who directs his atepa southward 
toward llerliiigen, sees rising on bis left n 
eonical-shaped hill, on the smmit ol which is 
.■iiuiated a castle of feudal projiortions. That 
ia tho castle of Zollerii, called llolien, or high 
Zolleru, ou account ol tho elevation of tho an- 
cient manor. This ca:jtle, which gave its 
name to the royal house of Prussia, was built 
about the year iiiiu, A. D. The potty aohled to 
whom it served as a residence, lived for a 
long lime iu obscurity, and become divided 
in three branches, that of Franoonia, wheuce 
has issued the royal house of Prussia, and 
and those of Hechengin and Sigmaringen, who 
remained stationary. The two latter hnvo 
played but an inaigniticont role in history 
but the line of I'mnconia learned early lo ap- 
|ireciate thu valuo of money, and Fredrick VI., 
alterward Fredrick 1., conceived the happy 
idea of lending 100,000 llurius to thu Uiuperor 
tiigismuud. That ICO.UOO lloriub was the 
oiigiuof big greatness. tiigismiind, being 
u;.al)le to repay them, yielded, as collateral 
security to bis creditor tho .Margravato of 
liraudenburg till be should be able to discharge 
the debt, Fredrick found some trouble in in- 
stalling himself In tbe Marches, for the nobles 
of the diatriet did not feel disposed to submit 
to this hypothetical superior.

libiuo, they were reconstituted by Xapoleou 
1. 1 a proccedin;; which did not pri'veul them 
from turning against him in IHl 1. Having 
but scanty revenues and almiidniit debt?, 
Ib'chingen and .Signiaringen decided o[ioa re- 
eiguiiig, ia IBIS, all their righl.s in favor of 
tho ICing of Prussia, wlia, by a treaty conclud- 
ed in l.S.'iO, agreed to pay llio former branch 
au annual sum of 10,000 thalers, and tbe 
latter of 25,000 thalars. lie felt his honor 
oonoerned in tbo possession of this little ter» 
ritory, containing 7'1,0Q0 inhabitants, whiob 
gave him, besides e. footing in South Qormany 
Sc ircoly was be invested with bis double 
Principality before he hastened to repair the 
manor ol Zollern, to rulniilil anew its fiothic 
furllliealioiis, and to caii.-e to ho iiiseribed m 
letters ol trohl and .i/.ure, aliuve the entrance 
door, this iuHCiiplioii.

fend thai duhatablu land waa fully deoidcd. 
The iniliiaiy rosult ol such a war would sf- 
luct us but litllo. The time has passed when 
it could matter to fioglaDd whether any 
VVeaioru Power pogsesaed a few square miles 
more or lajs or the command ol this or thai 
foriress. Since tbe laat settlement ol Europe 
Stales have ooma lo mainrity ia the world 
v;hioh iLrenteii to dwarf the ordinary mem- 
bers of tba l^uropeaii system, Russia and the 
United States, which tbe next generation 
will regard ua tbo most formidable^ More- 
over, the inlereste and atteution of Eugland
